The London agents of the' steamship 
Tubantia, which is owned by the Hol- 
land-Lloyd line of Amsterdam, have 
received a message saying the vessel- 
struck a. mine and is sinking. Another 
dispatch said the Tubantia was tor- 
pecloed. 


The steamship, which is 15,000 tons 
gross, left Amsterdam yesterday for 
Buenos Aires. She was to have stop- 
ped at Falmouth and peninsular ports, 
where a majority of her 
passengers 
were to have been taken aboard 
A life saving boat has left the Hook 
of Holland to search for the sinking 
vessel, and Dutch torpedo boats are 
leaving Flushing to hurry to the res- 
cue of the ship's passengers in the 
life boats. 


Survivors Reach Lightship.

judged from present exposures, they 
do not rest on the soft Cucaracha for- 
mation, but extend far into the enrth, 
and are self-supporting. 
Rock may 
slough off from them, but here is no 
evidence that they will collapse. 
"The excavation of the canal, and 
borings in its bottom show that a nar- 
row belt between the two hills is com- 
posed of the soft Cucaracha beds; yet 
to tho present time, there has been 
no upheaval of the bottom of this part 
of the canal, nor any other sign to in- 
dicate that the hills have settled.

On March 
17 and IS, he will appear at the Uni- 
versity of Kansas and then go to Illi- 
nois to deliver a lecture at the uni- 
versity of that state at Urbana.

"Much of the failure and disappoint- 
ment in life and possibly much of the 
crime, may be attributed to the fact

"Accepting as sufficient the 
elementary training that the law may 
force upon them, a vast army of chil- 
dren several million strong, drop out 
of our schools every year to enter the 
fields of unskilled labor. 


"Drifting from one occupation to 
another, they seem to mix themselves 
up about as unsatisfactorily 
as 
if 
some superhuman power had shaken 
them in mighty deal box and thrown 
them in every direction. Thoughtful 
people are seeing that 
our

to 
this vast throng of unfortunates who 
may be considered, in part at least 
as victims of its neglect. 


"The great majority of men outside 


the professions who are past middle 
life, will testify that they came into 
their presnt occupations almost en- 
tirely by chance. The history of the 
average man is one of drifting—drift- 
ing part way through school and af- 
terwards from one thing to another 
until some fortune, good or bad, fixed 
him at one occupation for the remain- 
der of his days. 


"The main cause for this great eco- 


nomic los may be laid at the door of 
our public schools. 
We have failed 


to inspire our youth with the neces- 
sity for an aim in life."

CLAIM JUVENJLE CRIME 


HAS 
INCREASED A 
LARGE 


PERCENT IN GERMAN CITIES 


Berlin, March 16. — Juvenile crime 
and 
misdemeanor 
have 
increased 
three and four fold in nearly all cities 
of Germany since the beginning of the 
war, 
according to the societies which 
specialize in the care of children. 
The absence of fathers at the front 
the t;equent inability of mothers to 
oversee their children because ' tliey 
now have to work to support the 
fam- 


ily, and the 
increased 
amount of 
spending money which .boys and girls 
have — aue to employment ordinarily 
not open to them — ara given as the 
chief- causes. 


The facts have come as a surprise 
to juvenile experts. They had al- 
ways held that the mother was the 


i 
factor in the house- 
hold. They now are constrained 
to 
change their opinions and to feel that 


it has been the father, after all, who 
has made the children toe the line. 
The war, with its accounts of bat- 
tles and shooting, has inspired coun'- 
less hoys with the desire to have weap- 
ons o£ their 
own, 
and in many in- 
stances they have been able to secure 
them. Little groups or "gangs" have 
formed in most ot the great cities of 
•Germany, have made unoccupied cel- 
lars their headquarters, and 
from 
mock battles have graduated into actu- 
al burglary i)-..many instances. Many 
more boys have comparatively lucra- 
tive employment at present than they 
ever nad before, 
and 
consequently 
have 
an 
unprecedented amount of 
monoy with which to purchase what 
they want—including firearms. Many 
others, not employed, but desirous of 
the weapons Just the same, have re- 
sorted to crime to get money with 
which to purchase them. 
The contraction of school facilities 
has filso had an effect in increasing 
delinquency. In Berlin, for instance 
about one-third of the 
schoolhouses 
have teen emptied of pupils and nut 
to military uses—as hospitals and t.he 
HKe. The consequence lias been that 
classes have been crowded in the le- 


maimng schools, school hours have 
been materially shortened, and 
fe- 
male teachers have had to be employ- 
ed. The average boy and girl has 
sud- 
denly found himself with an Increased 
number of leisure hours, generally 
without a restraining father to chas- 
tise him for misdemeanors, and often 
without a mother as a substitute. Tho 
filuaj-lon has been complicated fur- 
ther by the arrival in German cities of 
a large number of children from East 
hnr^'V^'o66 driven fom thlir 
homes by the Russian invasion.

street lighting. We will install the single unit lighting- stand- 
ards each carrying a four hundred candle power tungsten light 
and they will be so placed that there will be a distribution of 
light every forty two and one half feet. In addition to the 
ornamental feature we are confident that the business streets 
will be better lighted than ever before. 
We expect to install 


about 130 of the ornamental light standards which will cost us 
on a day and nitfht schedule $41.00 pc<r year. The ornamental 
lighting system will be put in. at the expense of the Electric 
Company, they furnishing all of the materials and labor The 
city furnishing the posts and globes, but after the installation 
the Electric Company maintains the system and replaces any 
broken globes. 
The company furnishing all of the cables, 


lamps and other appliances necessary to complete the system 
which cost runs into thousands of-dollars'. The posts were pur- 
chased on competitive bids and we know of no city anywhere 
which received a better price on its poets. : We got our own 
post cast to me^t our own specifications, free on board cars at 
Janesville, for $17.26 per post. Statistics gathered throughout 
the state show that some cities have paid as high as $100.00 for 
these ornamental light standards, while none were Secured as 
low as ours. 
We expect to have the entire system complete 


just as soon as the Electric company can perform its part of 
the contract. 
The posts are being made by the Industrial 


Foundry Company at: St.- Johns, Michigan and will be soon 
ready for shipment. 


I feel that it is not at all out of place for me to call atten- 


tion to the fact that we nave given to Janesville a most modern 
public lighting system at a saving over what it has heretofore 
paid.

Bureau of the University at Madison in commenting upon Hie 
change said,."! had an idea that more cities were using nitro- 
gen filled Tungsten lamps than apparently-are.

follow suit shortly, as th« old arc lamps are greatly antiquated, 
and expensive to maintain and operate."

"We are continually threatened with 
being' drawn into the war in Europe, 
secure as we felt at the outbreak. Both 
sides have violated the rights of neu-. 
trals. We have preserved our duties 
as neutrals, but under the conditions 
of war it has been possible for us to 
furnish goods to but one of the belllgj

spillway, the immense amount of con- 
crete used in the lack construction 
the remarkable clearing up of the 
Canal Zone and the freeing it of dis- 
ease and the fact that the -work was 
practically carried out.without strikes 
or other labor troubles, have kept the 
Canal constantly -before the public 
eye. 
When water was admitted to 


the Cut on October 10, 1913, it was 
believed that a little dredging of the 
Cucaracha slide would complete the 
great waterway.

Workmen were sent home 
and the operating force settled down 
for business, but Nature had not quite 
given in to man and the slides re- 
sumed their activity, but tho engineers

-But they. evidently knew little about 
the soil of the Isthmus for the Cut not 
only proved to be the -most difficult 
but the most' expensive: to make, ':for 
while everything else has "been-ac- 
complished long ago the men of the 
Gut are etill fighting slides. .

• The continental ridge at Panama Is 


:only, a few ^hundred feet in height 
and-nine or ten ndiles in width.. A V--

Kinds of Slides. 


The slides at Panama ai'e of sev- 
eral varieties and their freakish pro-

earth that the wind and sun of three 
months are not sufficient, to dry out 
the ground water. 
Because- of the 


great depth of. the cutting 'subsur- 
face drainage cannot reach the ground 
water sufficiently deep to be effective 
even if the, immense cost involved 
should warrant such a procedure.

right-position during the .movement.

• Curious breaks have occurred such 
as- .at >Zlon Hill,'Where several tons 
of earth suddenly broke- away -from 


the side of tho hill and slid down, 
forming a miniature sugar loaf moun- 
tain. 
This gradually broke up and 


slipped into the Canal. A vast amount 
of earth as this falling on the soft 
material below causes a "humping 
up"; that is, the lower earth being 
squeezed out below is pushed up and 
in one place tliis kind of earth formed 
an island in the Cut. At other places 
the broken up condition oC the rocks 
and earth precludes the use of a steam 
shovel. 


It is hoped to finally cure the slides 


by digging back farther-and. in ter- 
race-like fashion. The physical char- 
acter of the CulebVa beds, consisting 
as they do of alternating layers of 
sandstone and shale, is peculiarly fa- 
vorable to landslides, and here again 
the angle of repose must bo 'reached 
before the earth will remain at. rest. 
Some of the sandstone and shale iri 
the Cut when exposed to air disinte- 
grate but harden when constantly 
kept wot. Where this disintegration 
occurs grasses and other vegetable 
growths will: spring up and expand 
rapidly and hold together well but 
sometimes even this earth slips dowr, 
the slides. 
Suggestions that a con- 


crete retaining wall he built after the 
earth' had' been removed to a certain 
grade wer.o mado but this plan, too. 
was rejected by the engineers.

Berlin, March 16,—Everything- indi- 
cates, that the great home gardening 
campaign of 1915 is to be duplicated 
this year, but on an even more exten- 
sive scale. 
Seedmen report that peO' 
pie began to buy garden seeds with a 
rush In January, and the buying is 
now proceeding at a rate never before 
known. The great dealers at Erfurt 
where the seed industry has its center 
are answering mail orders with print- 
ed postcards begging customers to be 
patient till they can fill the orders 
The strictest care is being taken 
that seeds 
be bought only for bona 


fide purposes. 
An American in Ber- 


lin, the owner of a small garden, or- 
dered seed potatoes from Erfurt, and 
was surprised a week later to receive 
from a dealer a blank form on which 
the- police were to certify to the fact 
that he owned a garden and was there- 
fore entitled to buy seed potatoes. 
Otherwise he might have eaten -seed 
potatoes, that.cost threefold more than 
ordinary ones. 


The 
Imperial 
government, 
which 


has taken no action last 'year for the 
encouragement, of vegetable growing, 
has now established a special bureau 
at Berlin for that purpose. It haw ap- 
pointed a horticultural expert to take 
charge of it and to Inaugurate and 
conduct a country-wide campaign for 
the increase of vegetable production. 
His 
plan 
of operations 
embraces 
practical measures of help, besides 
mere propaganda. All available lands 
about cities, factory sites, and else- 
where will be put into vegetables and 
properly cultivated. The superintend- 
ent of gardening 
is communicating 
with the various economic war or- 
ganizations to induce them to look 
after 
supplies of manure for • the 
armies 
of volunteer gardeners thus 
to be called into the 'field; the waste 
from 
slaughter-houses 
aud 
cold- 
storage plants, and the 
sweepings 
from the streets are to be turned 
over to them at a yery low cost. 


'Not only will vegetables be grown 
in -greater quantities 
than ever be- 
fore; but the preserving of them will 
be on a larger scale than ever known.

preserving 
factories at Brunswick (the center of 
the industry) put up about 200,000,000 
cans of vegetables
